Baseball 


The  1967-1968  baseball  season  brought  our  Sandwich  boys  the  first  championship  in  over  thirty  years.  Winning 
the  Cape  and  Islands  title  was  the  end  of  a campaign  which  saw  the  Blue  Knights  run  up  a total  of  13  straight 
victories  before  losing  to  Provincetown  (3-2)  in  the  final  game  of  the  season.  This  13-1  record,  the  best  for 
Coach  Fenton  in  five  years,  gave  the  Sandwich  nine  a berth  in  the  Eastern  Mass  State  Tournament  where  they 
lost  a 10-4  decison  to  a highly  talented  Dennis -Yarmouth  team.  Special  recognition  goes  to  team  captain  Billy 
Russell  and  pitcher  Paul  Miller.  Billy's  leadership 

and  desire  to  win  were  responsible  for  a team  attitude  Barnstable  1 

that  wouldn't  accept  defeat.  Paul  won  a total  of 
seven  games  against  such  teams  as  Barnstable, 

Bourne,  Harwich,  Nauset  and  Provincetown.  To  all 
members  of  this  championship  team  Coach  F enton 
gives  his  thanks  for  a job  well  done.
